Mrs. Fair 
threatened that if ba deaerted her for bit 
wife sbs would kill him. She shot him dead 
in tbe presence of his wife and children on 
tba Oakland ferryboat, in August 1870. Un 
her second trial the Jui7 acquitted her. Sik 
now keeps a lodging house in thi<« city, and 
retains few traces of her fnrmci beauty.

"I see a great crown, gr.'at victm ics an I 
great age. You will Uve ninety-six yeai'h, 
but your last days will bring many troub!e.s 
and much sorrow. " Tlie kin;{ forgot all 
about the prophecy until 1KH4. when at a Iwill 
at tly Russian embassy in Berlin the Hua- 
garian Countaas Erdo<ly, whoso mother w.-h 
a Tasigane, was presented to him. Duriii;.; 
the cuiiveiiiation it waa incidentally inuii- 
tione<l that the countesa possessod the gift ot 
chiromikiicy. The emiieror hekl out his hand; 
the countess, after examining it, gravuly 
said: "Your majesty ia destine^ to live 
ninety-«ix years." The eraiieror, it is oddu 1, 
was much struck by the coincidence. 

According to the Vienna Tu;;bUitt pUysi- 
Oians of the emperor have declared that he 
bos no orj^anic failing aikd that there Is 
nothing to prevent him from attaining the 
age of one luimlre'i provided ho takes care of 
him-si'If. iiiit tlii.sisjust what he do<<s not 
do. According to authentic statistics thure 
aro at lu csent in tba Itingdoin of Prassia no 
less than 0,000 persona ovor ninety years of 
age. Six hundred of them are ten years 
older than the emperor. In all p.irta of 
Prussia there aro plenty of jieopla betwei'u 
ninety and ninety-flva Tbe oldeat- are to bit 
found in tlie provinces of Posea, Bast and 
•West Prussia. 

Certain iniiHirtant results are discernible 
iu the picture of .social gayety in Berlin. The 
einiHM'or':. intimate relations with the repre- 
sentatives of Austria and ItaJy demonstrate 
the (*orrectue<is of the report concerniikg the 
triple Alliance between Uermaay, Austria 
and Italy. 

The Times in speaking ot tbe new triple 
allfonce briefly sums up the situation thus: 
"Tba relations betwasa Austro-Hungui-y 
and Russia have certainly baan critical of 
late, aad thara have not been* wanting 
groonda for apprebanding.tbat tha peace of
